CHRISTMAS OVERSEAS MAIL | 


With the greatly increased number of men who will be 
overseas in the armed forces this Christmas it is well that the 
matter of gifts for them be considered now. 

The postoffice department has announced that mail for 
men in Korea, Japan and the Pacific islands should be sent 
not later than Nov. 15, sooner if possible and, in the case of 
servicemen addresses in remote places, not later than Oct. 15. 

Parcels should not weigh more than 50 pounds, accord- 
ing to the announcement. Care should be used in addressing, 
with full name, rank, serial number, branch of service and 
APO number. Ample space should be left for changes of 
address which may have to be added. 

Because of the United Nations effort in Korea, a lot of 
youngsters who only a few weeks ago were planning on a 
Christmas at home will have to depend on the home folks 
to be remembered.

It then boils down to the question 
of who is now paying most of the 
personal property taxes. 

Investigation shows that the home 
owner is assessed only a nominal 
amount for his personal property. 
and that retailers, wholesalers, man- 
ufacturers and public utilities are 
heavily assessed on their merchan- 
dise, materials and equipment. 

In Menlo Park, fer example, 
where we have comparatively little 
iNdustry, taxable secured property 
other than public utility, consists 
only 5% per cent of personal prop- 
erty, whereas 60 per cent of the 
taxable utility property is personal. 
In the City of Vernon in Los Ang- 
eles CouNty, which is largely in- 
ductrial, 53 per cent of all taxable 
property is personal, In San Mateo 
County as a whole 16% per cent 
of the assessed valuation is per- 
sonal property. 

I would not become particularlv 
concerned if the choice to be made 
by the voters was whether or not 
all the property tax load were to be 
placed upon land and improvements, 
upping the tax rate an average of 
20 per cent in this county. 

However, this proposition, were it 
to carry, would prevent the collec- 
tion of property taxes on personal 
property this year, although the 
budgets of our cities, counties and 
school districts have already been 
set, and the money allocated. The 
loss in revenue to the City of Menlo 
Park would be $11,350 this year. 

Were the propsition to pass, we 
would next year adopt a special 
recreation fund tax of 15 cents in- 
stead of paying for _ recreation 
from the general fund, and thus 
solve the city’s fiscal problem. But 
this year we would be in a serious 
predicament unless we enacted a 
sales tax or some other special tax 
which could be collected immed- 
iately.

Home, Schooling 
Dual Benefits 
Are Available 


The same World War II veteran 
may be eligible for both the low-cost 
home or farm financing benefits 
and the educational assistance of- 
fered by the state of California, ac- 
cording to Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer, San Mateo 
county. 

A number of veterans in San Ma- 
teo county have hesitated to apply 
for state aid in completing their 
studies for fear that they would 
thereby forfeit their right to ob- 
tain “Cal-Vet” farm or home fin- 
ancing later on, Granger said. 

There is some reason for this 
misunderstanding,” he explained. 
“Prior to 1946, veterans were not 
allowed to make use of both types. 
of state benefit. But the legislature 
took action in that year to correct 
the situation. The same state cer- 
tificate of eligibilty will serve for 
both benefits in the case of most 
World War II veterans.” 

The only exceptions are those vet- 
erans who did not enter the armed 
services until the last part of 1946. 
While eligibility for the farm and 
home purchase plan is open to a vet- 
eran Who entered World War II- 
service at any time prior to Jan. 1, 
1947, the educational assistance pro- 
visions of state law require at least 
90 days of service prior to that date. 

The veteran must either be a 
native of California or must have 
been a resident of this state at the 
time he entered military service. 
World War I veterans are still eligi- 
ble for the farm and home purchase 
plan, provided they meet the re- 
quirements. 

Application forms and information 
are available to interested veterans 
at the veterans service office, court- 
house, Redwood City.

line would be set dealing with a dif- 
ferent item each week. 

Though most ‘of the items were of 
purely local interest, the correspond- 
ent occasionally found an item of 
even national importance. In the is- 
sue of May 24, 1890, we read: 

“A Washington letter says: Sen- 
ator Stanford had arranged to give 
a grand dinner for President and 
Mrs. Harrison, the members of 
the cabinet, their wives and other 
distinguished visitors. Since he has 
held his high office, President 
Harrison has never yet accepted 
an invitation to any dinner, and

Too, the nameless scribe, though 
sometimes a little too unspecific 
when dealing with persons’ names, 
could treat his news with a sense 
of humor. On February 21, 1891, he 
wrote: 

“Marriage bells are again tink-. 
ling in the distance. The seekers 
after connubial bliss are coming 
boldly to the front and several 
marriages are on the tapis. We 
hear that some are already en- 
gaged and some would be if they 
could. One bachelor is conspicu- 


ously energetic in arranging and
